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|ATTACKS A PRESS SYNDICATE BIG SHOWSTORM 


Lady Henry Somerset omerect Repudlates Use 
of Signature—Syndicate’s Defense. 


Special Cable to THe New YORK TIMms. 

LONDON, ‘Tuesday, Feb. 7. — Lady 
Henry Somerset makes in this morn- 
ing’s Times another contribution to the 
letters called forth by the “Harriet” 
episode. She writes: 

“For over fifteen years I contributed 

articles and letters to various syndi- 
cates in Amefica, and nine years ago I 
had a contract with the Hearst syndi- 
cate to supply articles on questions 
which affect the welfare of women and 
children, on various phases of philan- 
thropy in this country, and on other 
subjecta dealing -with social conditions. 
The proceeds of this work I contrib- 
uted to” various charities in which I 
was interested, and the articles were 
distributed by the syndicate to some of 
the foremost American papers. 
"Two years ago & gentleman called 
upon me*“and stated that he represent- 
ea the syndicate in London, and that the 
Directors would be obliged if I would 
vary the subjects of my articles so-as 
to include social news, more especially 
the doings of American ladies in soti- 
ety. I replied at once that I had no 
wish or opportunity to do this, as I 
never went into society, and that even 
were it possible for me to obtain such 
information I would never supply it. 

“T heard no more of the matter until 
press cuttings reached me from Amer- 
ica, in which, under the headlines, ‘ The 
Lent Spirit Dead in London Society,’ 
and ‘London News by Lady Somerset 
and Others,’ { read articles containing 
London gossip of a miost contemptible 
description over my signature, with a 
portrait of myself appended to them. 

“These articles were published.in. The 
San Francisco Examiner, The Boston 
Herald, The Boston American, The 
Pittsburg Leader, and The New York 
American, or dates ranging from March 
7 to April 4, 1909. 

“I put the matter at once into the 
hands of American lawyers and wrote 
to the proprietor of the syndicate, but 
I obtainéd no satisfaction except that 
the signed articles with headlines stat- 
ing that I had supplied this ‘news and 
gossip’ were printers’ errors. The only 
course open to me was to withdraw at 
once from My contract. 

“No public apology has been offered, 
nor any publit retraction, so far as I 
know, of the forged articles.”

Court’s Decision In Curnen Case Opens 
New Way to Freedom for Husbands. 


Supreme Court Justice Guy handed 
down yesterday a-decision in the counter- 
separation syits of Lillian BE. Curnen and 
Bernard Curnen, which opens the way 
for husbands to obtain freedom on a plea 
which has. hitherto been urged only by 
women litigants,” cruel and inhuman 
treatment. He says: 

“The evidence shows that the defend- 
ant was a devoted husband, whose affec- 
tion was indicated by daily correspond- 
ence and frequent conversations by

his earnings to personally to keep 
the bank account in her own name. She 
was the object of his constant thought, 
care, and solicitude. 

“T find, therefore, as a matter of fact 
that defendant did abandon the plaintiff, 
but plaintiff was guilty of misconduct 
toward the defendant for a period of 
several months prior to said abandon- 
age | and that gaid misconduct caused 
the defendant herein great mental pain 
and anguish. 

“T find also the plaintiff's misconduct 
amounted in law to cruel and inhuman 
treatment of defendant by plaintiff, and 
was such misconduct eas to justify de- 
fendant in abandoning plaintiff and re- 
fusing longer to continue with her the 
relations of husband and wife. I therefore 
direct judgment in favor of the de- 
fendant.” . 


SETTING NEW TEA STANDARDS 


Wealthy Dealers Meet to Advise Gov- 
ernment What Kinds Shall Be Barred. 


Experts on tea selected by Secretary of 
the Treasury .MacVeagh from all of the 
large ports of the country met yesterday 
in the Appraiser’s: Warehouse to de- 
termine upon the standards on which 
the teas are to be admitted or rejected 
and destroyed. 

Every year a great quantity of tea is 
destroyed by customs officials or admis- 
sion refused on the findings of the ex- 

that the teas are dangerous to 

ealth or unfit for use. Some of these re- 

jected teas are reshipped to England, 

where the test is not so critical as in this 
country. 

All the experts this year are wealthy 
dealers in tea, and draw $4 from the Gov- 
ernment for each lot of tea they test. The 
Tea Board, composed of three general ap- 
praisers—William P. Howell, Chairman; 
Charles P. McClelland, and R. H. Cham- 
berlain—calls upon the experts to make 
tests when a cargo of tea is in dispute 
between the customs examiners and the 
importers, and on their affidavits the de- 
cision of the Tea Board is made. 

The experts will test hundreds of chests 
of tea for a week or two and then report 
their conclusions as to a customs stand- 
ard to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
after he approves it, the standards set 
by the experts will be the guide for ex- 
aminers at each == Rg

Leon Deutsch, a Marxian Socialist, who 
escaped from Siberia, where he was sent 
for his propaganda work, on two differ- 
ent occasions, and twice from the prison 
at Kieff while awaiting trial, is in this 
city, having arrived here oh the Kaiserin 
Augusta Victoria on Sunday. Next Mon- 
day night, under. the auspices of Vor 
waerts, a Yiddish Socialist newspaper, @ 
mass meeting in his honor will be held at 
Cooper Union. .After the meeting the 
Russian Socialist group in. this city will 
give him a dinner at the Café Boulevard. 

Mr. Deutsch, who is now a gray-haired, 
Sray-bearded, kindly faced man of fifty- 
five, laughs as he tells of his four es- 
capes. There is humor in it all; he says, 
He was doing his military duty in the 
City of Kieff, where he.had also been & 
university student, when he was first ar- 
rested. This was in 1876, when he was 
twenty years old. .The charge was trea- 
son—talking Socialism to his fellow-sol- 
diers. 

He was locked in the prison at Kieff, 
still in uniform. One day he expressed a 


Gesire to take a bath. Two soldiers took 


him to a public bath near the prison. He 
bathed, and instead of putting on his sol- 
dier’s uniform, took the clothes of a civ- 
iian and slipped away. Two years Jater 
the Russian Government arrested him in 
Germany and extradited him as a fugi- 
tive from justice. This time they would 
not allow him to take a bath, but a friend 
of his, a Marxian Socialist, and one of 


the secret revolutionary group of the city, 
became the Assistant Warden of the 
prison, In a short time the assistant not 
only allowed Deutsch and three other 
een prisgners to escape, hut fled w 

em 

This created a great stir, and the fu- 
gitive was hunted high and low. A re- 
ward was offered for his capture, and 
also for the arrest of the Assistant War- 
den. He then went to the Province of 
Poltava, with ea Socialist companion, and 
in a short time had that part of the prov- 
ince near Chi in' a state of unrest 
with their Socialistic preachments. 

There Mr. Deutsch was arrested, tried 
for treason, and sent to Siberia. He 
worked in the Kara gold mines, and after 
ten years’ prisog life he was allowed to 
live outside the prison walls with other 
conyicts, always under guard. He became 
friendly with the Captain of a boat that 
ran from the mines to Viadivos after 
he had spent gixteen years the One 
dark night he stole away from thé prison 
settlement, made his way to the wharf, 
and the next morning was on his way to 
Viadivostok. 

From there he went to Nagasaki. And 
as soon as funds reached him, he em- 
barked on a vessel that sailed from. the 
Japanese seaport to San Francisco, where 
he landed in 1901. The fugitive came on 
to New York, where he stayed only a 
few days, going on to Russia, where the 
Socialists were having things much their 
Own way at that time. Arriving in St. 
Petersburg, he began to preach Socialism 
afresh, but was soon recognized and fled 
to Paris, only to return and be arrested 
in 1906. This time he was sent to the 
furthest norse of the Russian domigions— 
Turuchansk 

“This is within the polar cirole,’ said 
Mr. Deutsch, yesterday, through an In- 
terpreter. ‘‘ There were thirty of us pris- 
oners in the convoy, qoerees y Cossacks. 
What ‘stupid fellows And the refugee 
laughed. 

“ We were 150 miles from Turuchansk,” 
he went on. “The prisoners appointed 
me their purchaser of food, and at every 
village we stopped when near meal time 
I ‘would goto buy food, always accom- 
ponies by two Cossacks. At this rticu- 

village there.is a hospital. any of 
tHe attendants were members of the Revo- 
lutionary Party. So are some of the 
storekeepers in the village. I think the 
village is also called Turuchansk, or some 
name like it, My two.Cossacks stood out- 
side while I went into a little general 
supply store, 

“T was certainly a surprised man. The 
storekeeper was a revolutionist. I made 
myself known. He had read the book I 
wrote after my escape from Siberia—‘ Six- 
teen Years in Siberia.’ He alded@ me to es- 
cape out of the house and hid. me in the 
hospital,"’ 

Again the refugee laughed. This time 
it was some tirhe before he recovered his 
composure. 

‘My, but it was funny!’ he exclaimed, 
“My friend took me to the hospital, and 

stripping me, after they had s aved off 
my beard and further disguised me with 
a blond wig, they placed me in-a cot in 
the ward where the sick women were. 
The Cossacks never came to that ward. 
For three days I got nothing out the 
finest broths and eB: meats, t the 
end of three days I joined a band of 
strolling players who were in the village. 
One of the chief actors was a reyolution- 
ist, and with his aid I obtained enough 
money to get to St. Petersburg. 

*"On the train to the Russian capital I 
made the acquaihtance of several Russian 
Army officers, to whom I introduced my- 

self as a St. Petersburg lawyer, @ pass- 
oa I carried bearing out my yarn. hey 

vited me to call at their homes. ‘I actu- 
ally did call on one and dined with him. 
I remained there @ year and a half. hen 
I went to Paris, and-here I adm now.” 

Mr. Deutsch was invited to come over 
here to start a Russian weekly newspaper 
advocating Karl Marx's teachings, and 
this is probably what he will do if he de- 
cides to remain.

Unwarranted Indictments Do Serious 
Harm, Says Foster. 


Judge Foster of General Sessions, 
swearing In two Grand Juries yesterday, 
said:

THE INCOME TAX PROSPECT. 
The income tax amendment is ex- 
pected to come before the Aasembly 
committee to-day, and to be voted on 
in the Senate on Thursday. Those in 
charge of it are represented as hopeful 
‘of its passage without much consider- 
ation or epposition. That is the way 
in which the tax started its career, at 
a time when it was still thought that 
the. Government ought to do elmost 
everything for everybody with the 
taxes which other people would pay. 
The time has arrived when people gen- 
erally are preferring lowér costs of liv- 
ing to the hopes of beneficence threugh 
taxation, and it may be hoped that the 
merits of this tax will receive more at- 
tention than they have received hith- 
erto.

‘The limitation of 
the levy of an income tax by requiring 
apportionment according to population 
has a firm basis in reason. No man 
can support this proposal unless he fa- 
vors the principle of discrimination. in 
taxation, a suggestion so shocking that 
it ought of itself to give pause to those 
who are thinking of reversing the ac-

THE KINGS SPEECH. 

Not infrequently the King In opening 
Parliament resembles the heroine of 
Suaxvsrmann’s love tragedy. He speaks, 
yet he says nothing. King Gmorncs was 
in the Juliet mood when he opened his 
first Parliament yesterday. The cere- 
mony was as impressive as need be. 
Throngs of loyal subjects cheered the 
monarch as he passed, in his gilded 
coach, from Buckingham Palace to St. 
Stephen’s.and back agein. The soldiers 
were-out in fine array, and the sem- 
blance of royal control of the delibera- 
tions of the legislators was well pre- 
served in the proceedings in the cham- 
ber of the Peers. But the speech from 


the throne foreshadowed no turmoil of 


contending factions. The King was not 
permitted, or aid hot permit himself, to 
utter a word whiqh might prove fresh 
fuel for the smoldering fires of party 
wrath. 

Now Parliament faces another crisis. 
The debate over the powers of the 
House of Lords must begin again. 
Hither the Peers must be denuded of 
much of their political authority, or a 
compromise measure, reforming the up- 
per house from within, must prevail. 
The division of parties is about the 
same as it was in the last Parliament, 
and the shadow of Irish home rule 
still falls over the path of. legislation. 
A slow, formal beginning King 
Groran’s first Parliament has had, but 
ite career promises to be neither slow 
ner oppressively formal.

protect the helpless animal, which finds 
itself on the vivisector’s table outside of the 
walls of that institution. This only serves 
te emphasize our contention that such ex- 
periments should be conducted only under 
proper and learned supervision. 

This statement ts und ably true 
20 far as regards Cornell cal Col- 
lege, but I am in a position to know the 
facts and I can state positively that the 
same is true of practically every—medical 
college in the State of New York. These 
“ most exemplary, humane, and beneficent 
regulations governing the practice of vivi- 
section to meet the requirements of hu- 
manity” which are in use at Oornell 
have been formally adopted by all the 
prominent medical schools of the State of 
New York. These rules were formulated 
in conference by a committee of the 
American “Medical Association charged 
with the defense of medical research and 
the use of animal experimentation in such 
work, and form the standard rules for 
all American experimenters, 

The contention In .fhe last paragraph 
quoted above “that such experiments 
should be conducted only under proper 
and learned supervision” is superfluous, 
for guch supervision exists already.’ But 
if it were non-existent it could be secured 
only within such scientific institutes 9nd 
medical colleges, and can never be . se- 
cured from such lay societies as that for 
which Mr. Henry Bergh speaks.
